“HIGHER CRITICISM.” 


Sip—In loyalty to the Higher Criticism which has done so much to 
strengthen the hold of the Bible on the present generation, I cannot withhold 


, word of comment on the letter of Mr, Heuriques 


Mr. Henriques writes in the tone, not ofithe Higher Criticism at all, but of 
an exploded fore-runner of that criticism. There was a period, about a genera- 
tion or 80 back, when criticism of the Bible took the crude form of attack. 
Mr. Henriques belongs to that earlier type of “critic,” I fear. But, as a matter 
of plain fact, Higher Criticism is by no meansessentially destructive or.sceptical, 
and Mr, Henriques 1s doing 4 sorry service to the cause of truth by associating 
his scepticism with the title Higher Criticism, If the latter implied the 
elimination from the Bible of all its inspired originality, if it implied the rough 
rejection of all its beautiful im>gery, if it implied, for. instance, that a belief in 
Angels must be abandoned, then I, for one, would forsake the ranks of the 
critics, Before Mr, Henriques dismisses the Angelis so airily, might he not take 
into account such inspiring thoughts as those contained in the 91st Psalm ? Does 
he remember the date assigned by Higher Criticism to that Psalm? Does he 
remember the date assigned by Higher Criticism to the whole Angelology of the 


Old Testament ? Will he, moreover, give us his Higher Critical justification— | 


| mean among more recent writers of repute—for the statement that the Ten 
Commandments are of Egyptian origin? | 

In trutb, Higher Critivism has nothing whatever to do with undermining 
one’s belief in the Bible. Since I have been a student of the eritics, I tave 
become more of a believer than I ever was in my orthodox days, ‘The, Eligher 
Criticism has made the Bible to me, and to many others I know, in a truer seuse 
than ever the veritable word of a living and enduring God, And it is because 
this feeling is so strong on me—because I fear the damage which may be done 
to the true study of the Bible by the supposition that Higher Criticism is 
sceptical and destructive—because [am convinced that the very essence of the 
Higher Criticism is to restore Inspiration to its true, continuous, vivifying 
function inthe human conscience—because of this I protest against Mr. Henriques’ 
attitude. He, of course, has every right to his own opinion; but he has no 
right to claim that his views are those of such reverent and faithful Higher 
Critics as say Cheyne and Driver.

earnestness as I humbly seconded some years since a similar remark that came

following, not our ancestors, but those of us, now living, who decide for them 


fe the pen of Mr. Joseph Jacobs, Iam no longer able, however, to cherish 
S e hope I once had that some new prophet may arise in Israel to pluck the 
200k from the flames of scepticism that scientific enquiry has kindled. The 
time of doubt seems to have passed by, and that of absolute negation, born of 
half-a-century of successful Higher Criticism, has set in, 

Mr. Henriques does not believe al! that is written in the Pentateuch 
concerning the Exodus, Neither does Kuenen (who, in years to come, will 
occupy the same place in theology as Darwin does in Natural History) nor does 
Wellhausen, nor Viele ; neither do critics of such an eminently reverent spirit 
as Colenso, Diiver and Cheyne. Yet Mr. Henriques—O sancta simplicitas !— 
wishes one of our clergy to rise up in arms and sweep away the mountain of 
destructive evidence’ that these six giants have taken yeats to acccumulate. 
Chere is no:, and never will be, a mau among us equal to the task, because the 
Higher Criticism is true in its general principles, and cannot be refuted. 

, When I was a lad I came to grief upon the self-same rock as that against 
which Mr. Henriques’ faith struck so violently last week—the story of the 
Exodus. I hadsaccess to a library in which stood Colens> and Kuenen, and 
when I turned from the clear, incisive language of the latter to the startliog 
figures of the worthy Bishop, I was completely floored. Ia my perturbation [ 
applied for counsel to a friend, who, in sheer innocence of heart and without - 
any malice aforethought, advised me to try the Rabbis. “The Rev. So-and-so— 
a very plows and learned man—lectures on the Talmud, both Mishna and~ 


Gemara, from six to eight, at such-and-such a place. The oral law will help you 


to understand the written Law.” 

I went—full of faith and youthful fervour, bslieve ms !—all anxious to be 
convinced. ‘ Kuenen shall be quasted and Colenso cowed,” I cried, soaring into 
aliiteration as I strode along, ‘ae Talmud was reverently opened, aad pencil 
in haud, commenced to take notes, The following is a result of the first 
evenlug :— 


“For a bleeding at the nose, let aman be brought who is a priest, an] whose name is 
Levi, antlet him write the word Levi backwards. If this cannot be done, get a layman,

Jet him go and stand with one leg on each side of it. and let him take with his right hand 
some mud froin under his left foot, and with his left hand some from under his right foot, 
and let him twist two threads of wool and dip them in the mud and put them into his 
nostriis; or let him be placed under a spout, and let water be brought and poured upon 
him, and let them say. ‘As this water ceases to flow. so let the blood of M.. the son of the 


woman N., also cease. 

Unfortunately, 1 found that this exposition of the Law had but little bear- 
ing upon the Higher Criticism, and though I remained in the elasa for some 
yeats, being iatensely interested and amused, [ took no more notes. 

As long us we have men dmong us who are willing to accept the above as 
religious dicta, so long will there be found others whose business it wiil be to sit 
and pore over such stuff in mock seriousness, twisting the empty words into a 
thousand ingenious quibbles.

enlightenment have done their work. | 
There are many conscientious men among the clergy who my not have the 
slightest respect forany mythology, but who, lovers and leaders of their fellow- 
men, feel themselves competled to adopt many a pious fraud to attain a good 
end. Yet this should not debar our more enlightened ministers from availing 
themselves of the teacbiags of the Higher Criticism, instead of glos-iog ovér the 
glaring inaccuracies in Scripture whenever they stumble across them. Great and 
irreparable harm has already been done ty those who have the cire of our chil- 
dren, either by wilfully and wickedly concealing the truth, or by instructing 
them insufficiently on such. topics. Sooner or later thes? young people by their 
own strong common sense and by the enemies of all religion are rudely 


awakened from the blind and unreasoning faith first imposed upon them. Then, |

Nature itself in all its workings 
is ever changing—ever evolving, and the human michine frets at the drag placed 
upon it in the form of religious laws which can but be temporary. The majority 
of mankind, however, must still be kept within bounds by the fear of the direct 
intervention of supernatural po vers in all the affairs of fe, and the preaching 
of less dogmatic religion, in their present state of morality, would lead to the 

test chaos imagmable.

The Cuier Rapst took as his text the passage from the Firat Book of 
Samuel, “ And Saul said to him, Whose son art thou, my lad? And David 
answered, I am the son of thy servant Jesse, the Bethlehemite,” Having 
related the context of these words, the preacher referred to a difficulty raised 
by some commentators, How was it possible that the king should have been 
unacquainted with the youth who was chosen to play the harp before Saul when 
his fits of melancholy were upon him? The answer was: Saul did notask who 
the lad is, but filled with wonder at the achievement of the juvenile warrior, he 
enquired touching his parentage, whether his father was also such a hero as he, 
Was not this done still at the present day? When a youth distinguishes 
himself at college, when our Sovereign confers a distinction upon any of her 
subjects, the papers, in their biography, gave prominence to the father and 
mother of the recipient of the distinction, The text suggested serious reflec- 
tions on the mysterious yet momentous theme of heredity. Addressing himself 
to the younger portion of his congregation, for whom the second part of his 
discourse was evidently intended, he asked, ‘“‘ Whose son art thou, my lad?” 
Your father was earnest.and God-fearing, your mother a pious believer, How 
great was their joy in keeping the ordinances of their faith ; how highly did 
they prize the privilege of going to the House of God. It was asource of pure 
happiness to them to serve their community. Have you no obligation to the 
memory of your parents? Must you not be aware of the fact, that if you are 
lax and neglectful, the laxity and neglect of your children will be equally great 
until religious fervour cools down:to zero and they become like the blank page 
between the Old and the New Testament? When the leaders of the French 
Revolution desired to compass the moral ruin of the son of Louis XVI. and 
ohio. dpe him to evil deeds, he exclaimed in anguish, “I cannot do it, for I was 

orn aking.’ This thought should ever guide them, for there was a higher 
spiritual meaning in which the question of the text should be understood, When 
asked, “ Whose sons are ye, my lads ?” they should reply, ‘ We are children of 
the Lord our God. Weare sons of Israel.” This «consciousness should make 
us prouder than if we had the blood of royalty coursing through our veins, 
Turning to the Barmitzvab, who reverently rose from his seat, Dr. Adler 
besought him to prove himself worthy of being a member of the sacred com- 
munion he had that day entered, by his heart-whole attachment and unflinching 
adhesion to his ancestral faith. He should prove himself worthy of the family 
to which he belonged by practising the family virtues of concord, integrity and 
industry, by treading the path of virtue, goodness and honour, even as it be- 
seemed a child of God and a son of Israel.

When the pruposal came before the Council of the 
United Synagogue, 1t was referred to the Executive Committee, who in turn 
appointed Delegates to confer on the whole subject, with Representatives of

he Conference drew up minutes of its proceedings, which, in view of its* 
great importance, we publish in full :— 


Report of proceedings of Conference, convened to consider a Draft Project for the 
co-operation of Synagogue Organisations in the provision of Instruction in Religion atid 
Hebrew for Jewish children attending Metropolitan Public Elementary Schools. 

DELEGATES.—From the United Synagogue: Messrs. Henry Lucas, David Davis, A. 
M. Woolf, and the late Maurice Hart; from the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue :

OBITUARY. 


MRS. SEBAG MONTEFIORE. 


Mra. Montefiore, wife of Mr. Joseph Sebag Montefiore died on Saturday 
at 4, Hyde Park Gardens, at the age of 64. Mrs. Montetiore had long 
suffered from illness, and having made unavailing attempts to obtain relief 
in Cannes, Nice, Torquay, and in the plearant residence at Kast Cliff, 
Ramsgate, which her husband inherited from Sir Moses Montehore, was 
passing the winter in Mr. Montefiore’s town-house, over-looking Hyde 
Park. The deceased lady was Adelaide, daughter of the late Mr. Louis Cohen, 
founder of the well-known firm of Louis Cohen and Sons. Mr. Louis Cohen was 
himself a grandson of the celebrated Levi Barent Cohen, the Amsterdaw 
merchant who settled in London, and who is one of the ancestors of many of the 
chief families of English Jews. Mrs. Montefiore with her husband accompanied 
Sir Moses Montefiore on his pilgrimage to the Holy Land in 1866 ; and her private 
journal of that expedition was an interesting record of travel. She was a most 


amiable and cultivated person, and while her health permitted she exercised with 


grace and tact a refined hospitality. 

Mrs. Montefiore was buried on Tuesday at Mile End. The chief mourners 
were Mr. Joseph Sebag Montefiore, her husband ; Mr. Arthur Sebag Montefiore, 
Mr. Edmund Montefiore and Mr. Cecil Montetiore, sons ; Mr. Isidore Spielman, 
son-in-law ; Mr. A. L. Cohen, Mr. B. L. Cohen, M.P., Mr. N. L. Cohen, brothers ;

In the passing away of Mrs, Adelaide Sebag Montefiore the Jewish com-

visible on the surface, are yet active in a lasting degree in that which concerns 
the essential welfare of our common communal interests. It is the men who 
appear before the public eye, but it is the women who supply the encourage- 
ment, the continued interest, often the discrimination, and In a very large 
measure the staying force so necessary for the leaders of the community. 
Among the band of noble ladies none were less obtrusive, but at the same time 
not one exerted her influence more persistently and energetically for all good 
purposes than did the late Mrs. Joseph Sebag Montefiore. Her husband, ber 
children, her brothers, and others—men whose names are household words 
among English Jews—all, in a greater or less degree, have derived inspiration 
and encouragementfrom that dear lady whose death is a genuine loss tu all who 
he Rabbis say that it was through the 
merits of the virtuous and self-sacrificing mothers of Israel that Israel gained the 
blessings of redemption. It is no exaggeration to surmise that it was the aim 
and object of the late Mrs, Sebag Montefiore to bea wortby daughter of such

When he goes, the house will have lost its main foundation,” It might be asked 
how it. was possible to reconcile the opposite views that prevail in the com- 
munity ; how, in fact, we could bridge over the gap between say Mr. Zimmer 
and Mr. Claude Montefiore. The truth was, we could not. “ We cannot cas: 
every opinion and every wish into some Medea's cauldron, and expect a modern 
Delphic Oracle to answer us withthe exact average to, suit all.” What he 
thercfore proposed was that each synagogue should take to itself the power of 
Teguiatipg 1s OWN serviccsin prectsely the mauner it desired, and that there 
should be reserved to the Chief Rabbi a veto only in case anything was proposed 
that was contrary to the principles of Judaism, and not in the cass of 
anythivg that might be contrary to the views of Rabbinism. ‘The means 
by which this would be done would be that for the purpose of maintaining 
an orderiy means of discussion from time to time a delegated lay conference 
should be held every year, and ‘that attached to each synagogue there 
should bé a Ritual and Service Committee which should, after a requisiticn 
by a certain number of members of the congregation, be the initiating 
body in all matters connected with the Synagogue Service and Ritual, 
As this Committee would be a Committee of the Synagogue, and not 
a Sub-Committee of the Management Committee, there would be a division 
made in each synagogue between the administrativa or financial managers 
and those who were responsible for the religious and spiritual affairs con- 
nected with the synagogue. The advantages Mr Greenberg claimed for this

The paucity of its ideals, the poverty of its teachings and the narrow limit of 
its sphere deprived it of all claim upon his adherence, “Speaking as a Jow—or 
he preferred to say a Hebrew—who was proud of his race and gloried in what 
had already been termed “ The Hebrew mission to mankind,’ he waited until 
the synagogue placed that mission in the forefront of its teachings and linked 

he thoughtful, educated Jew to the religion of the Bible and the prophets 
whose grand message spoke dimly to-day through an obscuring mass of obstacles 
instead of being made to call clearly as ever for the ideals of Judaism. When 
the synagogues set themselves to do this, they might call upon such Jews as 
himself, who, willingly and humbly, would join them and work fur them. 

Mr, STERNER protested against the position taken up by the last speaker. 
The Jew compared favourably with the Christian. Christians also preferred 
the solid benefits of the world to the ideals. Andif,as Mr. H. J. Coben had 
said, the name of Jew was tarnisked, it was not so much due to Jewish faults. 
as to Christian injustices. The synagogue should undoubtedly be the centre of 
Jewish thought, and as such was entitled to receive all the consideration that 
the paper had asked for it. 

Mr, MicuarEL Davis urged that the synagogue did not do sufficient to atiract 
worshippers, He advocated the seating of families together and the introduc: 
tion of some prayers in English. 3 

The CHAIRMAN said he thought they had had an inseresting and profitable 
discussion, ‘Ihe paper had gone to many extremes, but he supposed if it were 
not for extremists we should not move along even as slowly as we do. He 


| himself believed greatly in the progressive influence of education. He deplored 


the absence from the synagogue of those who should be among its conspicuously 
regular attendants, For his part he would be willing to have Sunday services 
rather than lose the attachment of such important elements of strength to tho 
synagogue.

The total outlay on the fifteen 
apprentices will be 1,63) francs, and is made up of monthly payments to the 
boys, cost of clothing, boots and food, and salary of teachers, who gives thom 
instruction in the evening. ‘T’he expenses are shared in equal proportions by 
the Association and the Alliance Isra¢lite.—Mr, Morris Cohen, on bis way to 
Bagdad, visited Bassorah on the Persian Gulf, and at the request of the 
Execative Committee, he inspscted the Jewish school ia that port, in which the 
Association has for some years been interested, Mr. Morris Cohen seat a report 
and recommendations for improvements. The English Consul who examined 
the sshool in September last, reported very favourably to the Head Muster on 
the work of the school. In view of the important British commercial interests 
in Bassorab, the Executive Committee recommend a grant of £20, contingent on 
the\Association. being made satisfied by Mr. Christopher Durby, who has fre- 
quently recommended the school to the consideration of the Council, that the 
improvenen's suggested by Mr, Morris Cohen have been carried out —Ino a 


recent letter, Mr. Haeem Samuel, President of the Bombay School, calied atten- ° 


tion to the urgent necessity of acquiring the existing or other premises for the 
permanent purposes of the institution, as the Managers were under notice to 
quit. Mr, Samuel pointed out that the cost would be 49,090 rupees, towards 
which the Association had voted 10.000 rupses, and a similar sum had been pro- 
mised locally, He suggested that the balance of 2) 000 rupecs should be raised 
on mortgage. The Executive Committee referred the subject to the Bailding 
Sub-Committee, who drew upa report which, with tbe sanction of the Chairman 
of the Executive Committee, was forwarded to Mr, Samuel. 
mittee deprecated the raising of money on mortgige.—The Ribbi aad six mem- 
bers of the Jewish congregation at Bonsa, ati (in the Caucasus), have 
appealed to the Arsociation to estab'ish a secular school, as the congregation is 
too pocr to do so itself. The Executive Committee, while expressing the fullest 
sympathy with the memorialists, have replied that it is beyond the power of the 
Avglo-Jewis Association to establish schools in Russia.—Mr. Satow, the British 
Minister in Morocco, has visited the school at Fez, and after examining the 
pupil's, he warmly complimented the Director and staff on the success of their 
teaching.—Mdlle. F, Behar has forwarded the accounts of the Evelina de Roth- 
sshild School in Jerusalem for the last quarter of 1834, and reports that the 
year euded with a balance of 970 The Ladies’ Committee have 
forwarded a letter askiog for asma'l grant to be placed at their disposal for 
petty expenditure for the Evelina School.—Applications have been received 
from Pailipp3polis and Salonica for the renewal of the respective grants of £49 
and £15). The Philippopolis boys’ school has 33) pupils, and the Salonica boys’ 
anu girls’ schools have 841 puvils. The Executive Committee have sent that 
portion of Signor Allatini’s letter, dealing with the children of Russian refugees 
at Salonica, to the Russo-Jewish Committee, and they have expressed the hop2 
that the Committee will make a grant, secing that it has already voted money 
for the relief of the refugees at Salonica, who left their homes on account of 
persesetion, and that they encourage education by grants to Russian students at 
Geneva, and to Evening Classes in London.—In conformity with tne resolution 
of the Council, the Chief Rabbi of Bulgaria, Dr. Guiiawald, was written to for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether liberty of conscience was violated at the 
Government Elementary Sshools in Sofiia, as alleged. He replied that although 
great disrespect was shown to the Jewish religion in those schools, liberty of 
conscience was not violated. Jewish children attending those schools oa Satur- 
days were not obliged to write, but he complained that parents refused to ask 
for the exemption. Ona the other hand, Jewish students at the Gymnasium. 
aud Lyceums were compalled to write on their Sabbath, and Dr. Griiawald 


requested that the Association should take steps to put anend to this grievance. 


A discussion ensued with respect to some sibjects dwelt upon in the Report. 
Mr. H. H. Coiuins suggested that a grant to the Bassorah School should be 
made contingent on sanitary, as well as educational improvements, and that the 
school might be removed to a healthier locality.

THE JEWS IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


ConsIDERATIONS Of more than inilitiaiy interest are at the present juncture 
involved in the appointment of a minister to the Cape .Town Congregation, 
for which purpose a responsible Committee, charged with the duty of selecting 
suitable candidates, has been formed in London. Even if we reject the 
Alnaschar-like visions of untold wealth which romantic fancy has called up, 
there can be little doubt that the successful development of the rich and exten- 
sive gold fields and the openrhg up of large tracts of country abounding in 
mineral and pastoral resources ensure a magnificent future for South Africa, 
The Jews can lay claim to no small measure of the success which has so far 
been attained. Their enterprising spirit, commercial genius and resourceful 
activity have been no insignificant factors in raising the gold industry to the 
sound position which it now occupies. With advancing prosperity the Jews 
of South Africa are sure to increase in number and grow in importance, and 
it n@quires but little prevision to foretell that they are destined in the nea 
fature-to play a prominent part in the historical development of that 
wonderful land. 

English Jews, however, have much more to be concerned with than the 
mere material success of their brethren beyond the sea. Of infinitely greater 
importance is their spiritual condition, and there are circumstances which 


make the provision for their future religious government a matter of deep 


concern to us. Family ties and business relationships have closely intertwined 
the interests of Colonial. and English Jews; an active intercourse exists 
between them, and their influence of course is correlative and reactive. The 
“advanced ” views in regard to religious practices and commercial morality 
contracted on the velds of the Transvaal help to sap and undermine the 
more old-fashioned notions at home, and in this respect, as well as for that 
mutual responsibility which exists between Jew and Jew, all the world over, 
for the fair fame and reputation of the body politic, the religious welfare of 
Colonial Jews should be an object of our vigilant solicitude. It is, of course, 
not tu be expected that the religious tone of newly-established settlements 
should be equal to that of old and historic congregations. Such a thing is 


ympossible. The rough and ready methods which come into play in building up 


a new country make havoc of customs and local observances, but the principles 
of morality and religion are easily transplanted by the pioneers into their new 
surroundings. Already there exists quite a cluster of congregatione in the 
various parts of South Africa. No inconsiderable proportion of the popula- 


tion on the gold fizlds are Jews. Johannesburg boasts of two synagogues, and 


there are flourishing communities in Cape Town, Port Elizabeth, Durban, 
Kimberley, and Oudtshorn. These are gratifying indications that the Jews 
are not unmindful of the daties their faith imposes upon them. There bave 
always been men of earncst spirit like the Bexsamins, Conzns and Hasrs 
of Australia, whe carried with them into new countries the banner of their 
ancestral faith, and founded many an imposing sanctuary in Israel. The 
spiritual heirship of the Jew is an undying memory in his heart, and the 
idea—widely prevalent—that he is. apt in prosperity to forget “the rock 
whence he is hewn,” is a fallacy which both experience and observation 
The causes of estrangement in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred 
are due to unsympathetic associations and foreign environment, 

It must be admitted that, hitherto, insufficient regard has been paid 
to the importance of providing cultured Ministers for our Colonial congre- 
gations. This blot on our escutcheon, it is true, is to-be found nearer home. 
We still consider that for a great omey’ of our smaller Provincial commutities 
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a synagogue official who combines the offices of Shochet and Reader amply 


suffices. But in reality the moral and by

successful development. Who may tell whether in the centuries to come it 
will not be in these offshoots of our island home that the expression and 
fulfilment of the nobler ideals of Judaism will be consummated ? 

There is no reason why capable English ministers should not seek 
a field for their energies in the English Colonies. The great majority 
of our English trained ministers prefer to remain at home, and their 
ambition does not seem to soar beyond the horizon bounded by the United 
Synagogue. The security of tennre which that body gives to its officers 
appears to make the latter shrink from casting their nets further afield. But 
the best and most accomplished of them would find a splendid arena for their 
activities in the primitive settlements of these far-away velds. There are great 
opportunities for spiritual work in these outposts of civilisation, A Jewish 
minister of talent, energy, enthusiasm and initiative force, if appointed at Cape 
Town, would make his influence felt ina thousand different directions and give 
an impetus to the maintenance of Jewish principles. .A more pressing want 


in these leaderless communities is the formation of a competent religious 
tribunal, a Beth Din, which could actively discharge the functions incumbent 
upon it. Itis a pity that the Jews’ College has not yet been able to confer 
The ANWANINT should be 
an indispensable qualification for Ministers appointed to leading congre- 
gations. It would give them a rank and standing of considerable weight in 
eyes of their tlocks, but besides that would enable them to deal with the 
Vicissitudes incidental to life in accordance with Jewish traditional practice—a 
matter of no small importance in a country where a large number of our 
foreign brethren reside. But what would be most desirable would be 
the creation of Jewish dioceses over which the District Rabbis could exercise 
Evelesiastical jurisdiction. It is, of course, not to be expected that Jewish 
tradition in all its minuteness could be there carried out. Asa 
matter of fact the conditions of life which obtain in countries 
alfected by differences: of climate, ete, render absolutely necessary 
some departure from established custom, and some relaxation from rigidity 
of form. A wise and enlightened Conservatism would be the best policy 
in dealing with the religious problems which have their origin in the 
scattered and up-country settlements. Orthodox Judaism is peculiarly a 
social creed.

FINANCES OF THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


‘ne opportune advantage of the circumstance that the annual acco 
the United synagogue are embodied in the Twenty-fifth Annual Rewer 
to be submitted to the General Council on Tuesday next—the Treasurers 
(Messrs, Hyman A. Abrahams and David Davis) take a retrospective 
survey of the growth of the Congregational Corporation during the last quarter 
of a century. Although this review is chiefly financial, it is not wholly tatistical. 
As a proof that the coffers of the United Synagogue have not been tov tight] 
secured, it is pointed out that instead of the general funded property having 


enormously increased, the contrary is the fact. At the time of the amalgamation 


the funded property of the United Synagogue was £39,169. It now amounts to 
£27,235. Since the Union stock has been sold out, and advances have been mada 
to the amount of £65,901, towards the erection and extension of synagog 
purchase of cemeteries, extinction of debenture debts, redemption of charges on 
properties, purchase of sundry freeholds, &c. Of the amounts advanced to the 
several Constituent Synagogues, the sum of £23,670 is now outstanding. 

The total income of the Constituent Synagogues has grown from £14,880 in 
1871 to £25,916 in 1894, an increase of (41 per cent. During the same period, 
the expendiiure has risen from £8,885 to £16,183, an increase of 82:1 per cent. 
The number of male seatholders has grown from 1,505 to 3,353, and of femalesea t. 
holders from 778 to 1,847. Marriages have more than trebled—220 to 763, the 
greater part of the increase being those solemnised under the cheap rate, owing 
to which the evils of ‘ Stille-Chasnoth” (secret, illegal weddings) have been 
practically uprooted, In like degree, the increase of burials from 639 to 1,570 is 
mainly attributable to the charity funerals of non-members. The outlay for these 
funerals is close upon £2,000 ayear. It 18, with justice, claimed that this 
enormous expense, instead of being borne exclusively by the United Synagogue, 
should be shared by a!l sections of the community. The only recognition of this. 
reasonable claim is a contribution of £5) a year from the Berkeley Street 
Synagogue. 
Incidental reference is made to the great changes that have taken place in 
the personnel of the United Synagogue during the past twenty-five years, Of 
the thirty-four Delegates originally appointed by the synagogues to fraine the 
Scneme of Union only six survive to see the growth of the In: titution which 
they helped to call into existence. Mention is made in very feeling terins of the 
sad news of the death of Mr. Maurice Hart, who, although not one of the framers 
of the original Scheme, was one of the staunchest workers of the United 
Synagogue. 
Coming to the figures of 1804, a surplus is shown on the years working of 
£1,941, an increase of over £20U cn 18U5. Attention is again drawn to "the 
modern excrescence ” of a paid Minyan, which in eight synagogues costs no less 
than £638, an expenditure which “ would suflice to pay all that is likely to be 
required from the United Synagogue for the teaching of Hebrew and Religion to 
the poor children attending Board Schools.” |

THE JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


“RESETTLEMENT DAY.” 


Qn Sunday evening last, the Jewish Historical Society of England held 
, meeting in the Room of The Maccabwans, St. James's Hall Restaurant, 
Piccadilly, in celebration of * Resettlement Day,” the Anniversary of the Return 
of the Jews to England. Mr. Lucien Wotr, President of the Society, presided, 
and there was a large attendance. | 

After a few introductory words by the CuAirMay, | 

Mr. IsRAEL ABRAHAMS read a Paper on ‘Hebrew Drama in the age of 
\enasseh ben Israel.” [We shall shortly publish the text of this Paper. ] 

Mr. Lucien WoLr read a paper on Antonio Fernandez Carvajal who, he 
said, was called ‘“‘The Great Jew” by his contemporary Violet, the Common- 
wealth pamphleteer. Early in life Carvajal lived in Fundao, a town of Lower 
Beira, in Portugal, which was ruined and depopulated by the Inquisition. 
Thence he emigrated to the Canary Islands, and about 1630 settled in London, 
where be soon male a large fortune as a Spanish merchant. In London he 
married, and here too he established a nuinber of his relatives, all Crypto-Jews, 
to assist him in his business. In 1644 his transactions ramified far beyond the 
Fortunate Islands—to the Last and West Indies, Brazil, Syria, and other remote 
regions. He owned ships, and his agents were to be found in all the chief 


mercantile centres of the continent. Notwithstanding his wealth and the fact 


that he was suspected of bei: g a Jew, he excited no envy or hatred. When he 
was once denounced as a recusant all his competitors in trade petitioned the 
House of Lords to protect him, ana the proceedings were prowptly quashed, 
Besides dealing in all sorts of merchandise he advanced moncy to the Parlia- 
mentary Government and contracted for the supply of corn for the army. 
He acquired so much influence, that when war broke out with Portugal 
his goods and ships were specially exempted from seizure by a warrant 
of the Cuuncil of State. In 1055 he was endenizened together with 


his two sons who were born in LEngland. They were thus the 


first Jews who were legally Englishmen. Carvajal’s influence with the Governinent. 
of the Commenwealth was not altogethe due to bis wealth and high character 
usa merchant of the City of London. le rendered signal service to Cromwell 
hy obtaining political intermation for him from abroad. A series of despatches 
addressed to Carvajal by one of his spies from the Royalist cncampments at 
Mlushing and Ghent is still in existence. is interest to the Anglo-Jewish 
Listorian, however, rests chieily in the fact that he was the leader of the Marrano 

community in London, which constructed the foundations of our present com- 

munity. When Menassah b. Israel came to England on his historic mission 
these Marranos had already a secret synagogue in Creechurch Lane. . Carvajal 

and some of his friends co-operated with Menacseh in his efforts to obtain 

concessions from Cromwell, and wuen Menasseh returned to Holland broken- 

hearted by his failure, Carvajal continued the negotiations and carried them tu a 
successful issue. It was he who, in conjunction with his friend Simon de 
Caceres, obtained in 1657 the first lease of the Spanish and Portuguese cemetery 
in Mile End. Carvajal died in 1059 in aiipe old age. His epitaph, of which a 
copy has happily been preserved, testifies to his high character, his hospitality, 
his generosity to the poor, his truthfulness, and his keen sense of honour. 

Exhibited on the Chairman’s table was a large silver salver, lent by Sir 
Samuel Montagu, Bart., M.P. 

Mr. Ernest FRANKLIN explained that this salver was said to have been 
presented by Menagsen ben Isracl to Oliver Cromwell and for 200 years had been 
in the possession of the Argyll family. Thirty yeara ago the tien owner, Miss 
Sirah Campbell, being desirous of disposing of it wrote tu Sir Samuel Montagu 
oifering it to him and said that although anxious to realise it she did not wish 
it to go into any other hands but the Jews’. Dr. Midleton, who was a great 
authority on pictures, although not on silver, had doubted the authenticity of the 
salver and had given as a reason that it bore the English hall mark of 1703. The 


fact was that it was of Dutch manufacture, and competent authorities were of 


the opinion that the handles which overlap the pattern on the border and bear the | 


hall mark of that date were of later make and of much rougher workmanship 
than the salver itself. ‘The hall mark related to tha handle and not to the 
salver it-elf. The crest in the centre was identical with the design on the’official 
seal of the Portuguese congregation, and the workmanship was that current in 
the Cromwellian reign. | aed 

After a short interval, Professor Joun Hates (of King’s College) delivered 
an Address on “ The Return of the Jews.” 

Professor Hauzs, said: It was only two or three days ago that I saw my 
Way to accept the invitation, which Mr. Israel Abrahams extended to me, and 
having been engaged upon many different kinds of work since, I have not been 
able to follow theexcellent example of our friends, Mr. Lucien Wolf and Mr. Israel 
Abrahams, by preparing a formal paper to read to you. fi herefore, I ask you to 
listen indulgently to the few words I have tosay. I hope that this celebration, 
Which has so lately begun, will be perpetually kept up and that year by year you 
will be able to feel conscious and we Gentiles shall be able to feel conscious of a 
completer sympathy between yourselves and ourselves. It is, indeed, very 
Cheering if we think of the circumstances under which we are here met as 
Compared with the state of affairs in England some six centuries ago, just at the 
tims of the expulsion of the Jewish nation. It would, of course, be a great 
luistake to judge of what took place at that time, and what was perpetrated by 
English rulers, from the modern point of view. We cannot too carefully 
remember that the idea of forbearance, of long suffering and of toleration were 
yet far from being born and that both the Jews and the English bad much to 
learn in that respect ; and itis no little consolation to know to-night that that 
essential lesson has been 89 largely learned. I take it that in the 13th century, 
at the time of the expulsion, to which the President has referred in bis interesting 
paper, the relations between the Jews and the non-Jews were such that 
there was scarcely any compatibility, any modus ve vendi, If one were to try to 
trace when that lamentable feud first declared itself it would no doubt take us 
back to the very earliest centuries. And undoubtedly it had been inflamed by 
certain tendencies of the Middle Ages, especially by a miserable spit of 
dogmatism which then prevailed with such fiightful and pernicious sovereignty. 
We speak of the Middle Ages as the ages of faitb, but we should rather speak 
of them as the ages of credulity and bigotry. One regrets to think that the 
theological spirit then was far different from the religious spirit. Such was the 
thorough mistrust, suspicion, and even hatred that estranged Jews and Christians, 


that the Jews were driven back into themselves : naturally, no doubt, somewhat 
exclusive, they became absolutely reserved and self shut-in. If I may travesty 
those noble lines from the “ Merchant of Venice,” itis surely equally true that 
the quality of hatred is not strained: it riseth like a ghastly dew from hell: 
it 18 twice cursed, it curseth “ him that gives and him that takes.” So a crisis 


came some six centuries ago, and deplorable and piteous were the circumstances 


of the departure of the Jews from England. On the whole, I cannot think that 
it was any greet infliction that they should be delivered from the perpetual 
distress and oppreesion to which they were subjected in this country then; but 
unavoidable and even desirable as that event seemed at that time, I think there 
can be no question that England greatly suffered by the loss of such a valuable 
part of its population, by the ejection of a race so intellectual and serviceable in 
many various ways. Civilisation might have been quickened in its march, and the 
movement of humanity anticipated by many generations. Not to speak of this 
matter from a merely commercial point of view, on which thoze who are com- 
petent to spoak might have a great deal to say, it is certainly true that English 
learning and scholarship was the loser by the ejection of an element so highly 
intellectual and which at that time possessed more than any other body of men 

the great treasure of Hebrew Scholarship. It was a disastrous thing that we 
should have cut away from us the best means of acquiring a thorough knowledge 
of the Hebrew language and literature, and I think it would be interesting to 
investigate exectly the amount of Hebrew scholarship during the 14th and 15th 
centuries. One of the great acts of the revival of learning was the revival of 
Hebrew scholarships, and it was not, I think, until the 16th century that we 
could inake any pretension to the presence amongst us of Hebrew scholars. And 
yet in the earlier Middle Ages there were many distinguished Hebrew schools in 
England. At Oxford especially, there was a large settlement of Jews, and at 
the University to which [ nyself have the honour to belong—Uanibridge—much 
of the mediaeval philosophy, the philosophy of Aristotle, was certainly ministered 
to us by Jewish scholars. And if we turn to science, it is well-known that the 


science of the Miidle Ages was comparatively but a young untledged thing, yet 


even in that respect the loss inflicted was very severe, and it is certainly true that 
in the matter of geographical knowledge we sutfered as every country deserves 
to suffer that is guilty of any actof bigotry. So that the result of the expulsion 
of the Jews -just six centurics and tive years ago, left England the poorer, 
threw back certain studies, and I think we may safely say, it had, not unnatuwally 
a demoralising effect. Oppression cannot be perpetrated without moral results 
both upon the persecutor and the victim. It was during the later Middle Ages, 
after the expulsion of the Jews, that those ridiculous conceptions of the Jewish 
character began to be current and be prevalent throughout the country, and it is 
Interesting to notice some of the wild notions of the Jewish character that then 
found favour with the popular mind and were expressed in literature. I will read 
to you some words which have always struck me as singularly amazing and 
grotesque. They were uttered by Martin Luther. He says: “ Know thou, dear 
Christian, that next to the devil, tuou canst have no more bitter or eager enemy 
than a down-right Jew, one who seriously means to bea Jew. I will give thee 
mine honest advice: Set fire to their synagogues, and that which will not barn, 
load and cover it with earth so that man shall see neither a stone nor a vestige of 
it everlastingly.”—(Laughter) ;—and a similar grossness of abuse again and 
again vents itself in our later mediaeval literature. Chaucer, with all his broad 
humanity, tells in his best style one of the vulgar stories of the time as to the 
Jewish habit of murdering little Christian children. In turning from these 
earlier times, to come back to the period of which the President has spoken—the 
restoration of the Jews two and a half centuries ago, it is interesting to note how 
the atmosphere, of England, at all events, has changed, and the rise of that tolera- 


' tion that made the return possible is undvubtealy very closely connected with the 


rise of the scientific spirit. Professor Hales then quoted from “The Religion 
of Protestants,” written in 1637, by an English clergyman named Chillingwo:tb, 
a book which did much to foster the spirit of toleration that made possible the 
re-admission of Jews into England, and referred to the marked recognition in 
modern literature of all that is best in the Jewish character. We have Cumber- 
land’s ‘“‘ Jew,” a work greatly inspired by Lessing’s ‘‘ Nathan.” He said: We 
have the picture of the Jew written froma purely adinicing and appreciative 
point of viewin Miss Edgeworth’s “ Harrington,” there is tue character of Rebecca 
fizuring as lieroine in ccott’s “ Ivanhoe,” and so we come to Dickens, and [- think 
there is an interesting mark of the progress of this growing cordiality in the kind of 
compensation which he makes in one of his later works for a caricature inserted 
in “Oliver Uwist.” ‘Tie character of Riah in ‘“Ou- Mutual Friend,’ was meant 
to ba an atonement for the inaccurate sketch, Fagin. Then we come to one of 
the greatest novelists of modern times, George Eliot, who, in one of her great 
worke, has made the Jewisa character her special study, and at the’ present time, 
I think we may say that the Jews are enjoying what is popvlarly called a“ boom. 
What a change between now and the Kngland of two centuries ago. . I believe 
that there is a society in England which aims at proving that the English people 
are.the descendants of tne lost tribes. Ido not think that it can ba a very 
intelligent society, but its existence suggests what a remarkable change of 
fecling there must be amongst the less educated people, amongst whom these 
vulgar notions take such great hold that they should be anxious to prove that they 
are of Jewish descent. Once more let me say that it has been a great pleasure to 
me to take a humble part in this most interesting celebration of the return of 
what has become such an important, honoured, and distinguished part of gut 
English community. sie et how good and pleasant it is for brothera to dwell 
together in unity. slause). 

' The CHIEF RES ie scvdéding a vote of thanks to Mr. Lucien Wolf and Mr. 
Israel Abrahams for their interesting papers, and to Professor Hales for his 
address, referred to the salver which was exhibited. He hoped that the adminis- 
trators of the Jewish Historical Society would deem fit to have an engraving pub- 
lished in the transactions of the Society so that scholars on the Continent might 
see it, and by their keen insight, perhaps, in some degree lift up the veil which 
to his mind still enveloped the origin of the interesting relic. As usual, they had all - 
been deeply interested by the President's valuable paper, but, in his opinion, Mr. 
Wolf had a little overrated the services which Carvajal had rendered. The merit 
of Menasseh ben Israel reigned supreme. Had it not been for Menasseh ben 
Israel, Carvajal would not have been induced to declare himself to be a son of 
Israel. They were also very much indebted to Professor Hales for his sympathetic 
address, but concerning the “ boom” to which he had referred, he pointed out to 
Professor Hales that the Jews were by no means delighted in figuring in some 
of the novels circulated from the Press, but the “ boom” which all Jews rejoiced | 
in was when able men in their midst gave forth to the world the result of their 
earnest and scholarly researches. Dr. Adler referred to Mr. Joseph Jacobs’ work 
dealing with the history of the Jews in Spain, which disclosed an amount of 
laborious and painstaking research, although Mr Jacobs had spent but 23 days 
in Spain. If ever a tour de jerce was accomplished they might regard that as 
one, and although at present there was only the material for a great fabric, he

The Commercial Gymnasium in the city is one of the best and most 
flourishing establishments of its kind in Russia, and, —— expected, the 
special faculty of its teaching has largely attracted the Jewish youth of the 
Southern Capital whose parents form the predominating element in our com. 
mercial life. Hitherto this educational establishment has heen supported chiefly b 
the city merchants from among whom the governing body was periodically chosen, 
Although ranking as a first-class gymnasium it did not come directly under the 
control of the Minister of Public Education, and consequently the regulation 
under which only ten per cent of Jewish elements ara admissible to the regular 
gymnasium was nol enforced in the case of the Odessa Commercial School, Ag 
a matter of fact, at one time the percentage of the Hebrew element among the 
pupils was as high as 90 against ten per cent of Orthodox attendants. Recent! 
this establishment passed under the jurisdiction of the Ministry of Public 
Education, and an attempt was at once made by the anti-Semites to have the 
limitation regulation applied. There are 600 students at present on the books of 
the establishment, and of these 8b per cent are Jews, Hence, were the regula. 
tion applied in its full force, it would involve the expulsion of 450 students 
leaving the mere remnant of 150 Orthodox and Hebrew students to pursue their 
commercial studies. Had this attempt been made before the commencement of 
the school session the 450 vacancies would no doubt be filled up with Orthodox 
pupils, but in mid-session the school would remain with one-fourth of its normal 
attendance. The Minister of Pubiic Education was placed In an a vkward 
quandary, and submitted the matter to His Majesty. The result of the inquiry 
ordered by the Czar showed that of the whole aggregate of the merchants of 
Odessa 57 per cent were Jews and 43 per cent were Christians. On this basis, 
therefore, the Jewish students in the Commercial School, will in future form 57 
per cent, but this means the exclusion of 100 boys of the Hebrew faith who will 
not, howeveg, be removed before the end of the session In May. It cannot be 
denied that ‘the Imperial decision in the matter 1s eminently just, and, 1 deed 
penerous ; it is at the same a deserved rebuff to the anti-Semites who applied to 
the Minister to have the Jewish limitation of ten per cent imposed in an educa- 


-tional establishment so largely supported by the Jews themselves, What is of 


still more importance, however, is the precedent set by this decision which bene- 
ficially affects the Jewish youth in other populous centres where the Hebrew 
element preponderates. 
According to the Bourse Gazette the Senate recently gave a decision which 
has.a generally important bearing upon the question of the ** Fifty verst frontier 
Rayon” within which the Jews were not hitherto permitted to reside. This 
prohibition has now been removed, but its removal was of a very qualified nature 
since it only affected the towns, and not the villages. Two Bessarabian Jews 
sone little time ago acquired by purchase a tract of forest land in that province 
which lay within the 50 verst limitation but‘ was situated at some distance from 
the nearest town. The local authorities interfered and forbade the purchasers 
even to visit their property. The matter was carried before the Provincial 
Court which upheld the action of the local government.. The Jewish purchasers 


then appealed to the Senate, with the result that the decision of the Bessarabian 
Court has been quashed. |

Mr. Jonas BeRGTHEIt, the 
President, oqptes the chair, and on his motion the report and balance-sheet 

adopted. 

ve The ‘Committee, in their report, record tha continued efficiency of the 
schools. The number of children on the registers is : boys’ school, ninety ; girls’ 
school, eighty-two; infants’ department, sixty-six—a total of 238. The “ ex- 
cellent” grant was awarded by Her Majesty’s Inspector, and the “good” award 
was obtained for the examination in drawing and manual instruction in car- 

ntry. Tre Chief Rabbi, who, with the assistance of the Revs. I. Samuel and 

Harris, examined the children in Hebrew and religion, testified to the con- 
scientious care and earnest zeal with which the teachers impart their instruction. 
Classes for drawing continue to be held under the direction of Mr. B. S. Marks 
and his daughter Mies Gertrude Marks; cookery is taught to the elder girls, 
under the guidance of Miss Green, and Miss Aguilar regularly imparts 
instruction in Hebrew ; Miss Jaffé and Miss Morley help in connection with 
the school savings bank, and Miss Bergtheil superintends the school library, To 
the teachers, Mr. S. J. Heilbron, Miss Kramer, Miss Solzberg, and their able 
and efficient assistants, the Committee tender acknowledgments for the satis- 
factory discharge of their arduous and responsible duties, The Committee 
appeal to the ewish inhabitants of the district for substantial aid in main- 
taining the schools which are in debt to the amount of £120, The balance-sheet 
showed that the income was £826 and the expenditure £918. 

The following were re-elected Honorary Officers: Mr. Jonas Bergtheil, 
President ; the Chief Rabbi, Vice-President ; Mr. Arthur Halford, Treasurer ; 
the Rev. R. Harris, Hon. Secretary. The General Committee (with the addition 
of Mr, B. EK, Mocatta) and the Ladies’ Committee were re-elected.

EAST LONDON ORPHAN AID SOCIETY. 
A general meeting of the subscribers to the East London Orphan Aid 


- Society, was held last Sunday, at the Jews’ Free School, Bell Lane, Mr. LEwis 


LEVY, the President, in the chair. The society has for its object to augment 
the funds of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, West Norwood. | 
Mr, Lewis LEvy gave areport of the progress of the society during the 
ast year and since its formation, and said that the members and himself, as 
Presitient of the society, had every reason to congratulate themselves on the 
success which had attended their efforts. During the first half year, they had 
collected in small subscriptions, the majority of which were a penny per Ween, 
from the East End poor, the sum of £97 23, 6d., and during the second term, 
which extended over a year, their collection, with donations, amounted to 
£200 11s, 6d. The nett income at the end of the next year, 1892, after 
paying all expenses, was £173 153. 61, and from that time, for a society of 
that character, they had undoubtedly made rapid progress. Ia 1893, the nett 


income was £205 5s. 64,., and this year he was glad to say the sum contributed 


to the parent institution was £243 124, Since its formation, over £900 had been 
handed over to the Jews’ Hospital by their society. The East London Orphan 
Aid Society numbered 941 members at the present time, and had had paid to it 
the greatest compliment that could be paid to any body of workers—that of emu- 
lation. Similar aid societies had been formed and were doing excellent work. 
He had obtained a list of the balances of other aid societies in connection with 
synagogues. The New West End had paid £42, North London, 242, Central, 
£31 10s,, Bayswater, £24, Maiden Lane, South East London, West London and 
Hampstead, each had handed over £10 103, He was strongly in favour of such 
local organisations. It did a great amount of good not only to the institution to 
benefit which such societies were formed, but 1t inculcated in the minds of those 
who were interested the seeds of benevolence. Mr. Levy directed the attention 
of the meeting to a paragraph in last week’s Jewish Chronicle, in which it was 
stated that. Sir Samuel Montage; whilst addressing a meeting at Manchester, had 
referred to the fact that the Orphan Asylum at Norwood was full. Manchester 
contributed £100 a year to the Norwood Institution, and there were nine chil- 
dren from that city in the asylum, The cost of supporting those nine children 
was £270 per annum, so that there was a deficit of £170 from Manchester alone. 
And not only Manchester, but other provincial towns and cities were largely 
indebted to the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, and he would like to see 
all the large provincial congregations make more substantial contributions or 
sever their connection from the Jews’ Hospital, and build a similar institution 
for themselves. | 

Mr. J. M. Lissack, the Treasurer, gave a statement of the accounts for the 
past year, and moved the adoption of the Balance Sheet. 

Mr. 8. H. VALENTINE seconded the motion, which was agreed to. _ 

Thy Rev. J. F. SreRn said that the splendid results which the society had 
achieved were especially gratifying, when it was remembered that most 
of the members were young people. Referring to the forthcomiag centenary 
of the parent iastitution, he was sure that they all hailed with pleasure the 
decision of the Committee to extend the institution, and he thought it only 
right some of the credit for bringing about that decision should be given to 
the East London Orphan Aid Society. They had been, the first to suggest 
triat the time had arrived for the extension, when they passed a resolution to 
that effect in 1892, and their President, Mr, Levy, had followed up that reso- 
lution by submitting to the Committee schemes for the desired enlargement ‘of 
the institution. | 

Messrs. Henry Isaacs, B. Rosenretp and Fe.ix A. Davis, members of 
the Committee of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, also addressed the 


meeting.

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THE “HIGHER CRITICISM ” 


The Rev. HERMANN GOLLANCZ, M.A.,, is delivering at the Bayswater Syna- 
ogue a course of Sermons on Archeology rersus the Higher Criticism.” As 
an iotroduction to the subject, Mr, Gollancz, on the Saturday before last, 
treated on the Bible in its relation to Natural Science, asserting that we dare 
not expect to find in the Bible the fullest information on any one point in the 
jomain of science, irrespec.ive of the progres; of time; nothing could com- 
promise the claim of the Bible to antiquity more than if it set itself up as a 
Scientific Manual for all ages to come, Men of discrimination, holding reason- 
able views of Scripture and of Science, will look upon things in such a Way as 
to give credence to Revelation and reverenc: to Science, 

In beginning his sermon on Sabbath last, the preacher said : I have reason 
to believe that when, on Sabbath last, I discoursed on the relation of the Bible 
to Natural Science, I struck a chord ia the hearts of many of my hearers which 
was not unwelcome. But I cannot deny that there may have been a few who, 
unaccustomed to view the Bible narrative in the light of reverent criticism, 
listened with a timidity approaching fear to my remarks on the subject, designed 
trough they were to add an additional proof in support of the historical 
character, the authenticity and antiquity of the Sacred Scriptures. It has even 
been hinted that, though certain conclusions at which Bible criticism might 
arrive may be convincing and apparenily true, yet it is a dangerous thing to 

ublish such statements 10 an assembly in which children of all ages are gathered, 
T share neither the timidity nor the fear with which the term “ Bible” or 
“Higher Criticism” is quoted by some few of our well-intentioned, though less 
informed, brethren, It is better, K maintain and less dangerous for the youth 
of our nation to hear betimes and to know what objections are being raised in 
certain quarters against the authenticity of the Bible accounts, and what may be 
said in objection to the objectors and in. wappcs of Holy Writ. It is safer, I 
hold, to refer to such topics on occasions, and endeavour to fortify the faith of 
both children and parents in the grandeur and value of our ancient Book: of 
Literature, than to wait until our children shall be taken by surprise in later 
life, to hear for the first time perhaps that methods are at work to underrate 
the historic truth of Scripture, at a time of life when it would’ be no wonder, 
that, unprepared as they would be, to defend with valour their heritage of old, 
they would, tbrough ignorance and in haste, become faithless to the Mosaic 
traditions of their race and religion, ‘The necessity becomes more apparent for 
the preacher of the present day to refer to such topics when, in addition to 
critics from without our camp, there come forward in the Jewish press and in 
Jewish assemblies critics from among us—important by reason of their social 
position, if not of their scholarly attainments in this special branch of learning 
—who mercilessly huri objections of the gravest nature against those portions 
of our Holy Bible, which have ever been considered beyond the criticism of 
map, Itis for this reason that [I must protest against the letter of aco-religionist 
which appeared in the Jewish Chronicle a week ago, not because of the difference 
of our views, but because his views, as expressed in the letter, are utterly mis- 
leading. Ido not intend to indulge in epithets, such as are oft employed in 
controversies, specially of a religious character, but I cannot help saying, that it 
is strange that an earnest enquirer, such as this Jewish correspondent 
undoubtedly is, should have made no reference in his letter to the labours of sush 
menas M. Botta, M. Oppert, Rawlinson, Layard, Conder, Glaser, Prof. Sayce, 
Fiinders Petrie, and many others, each one of whom has done more by his explora- 
tions and decipherments to corroborate the accounts of Scripture in certain parti- 
culars, than all the ‘‘ Higher Critics” taken together have done to invalidate the 
truth of the Bible. To the Bible-student of to-day, aye, to every member of 
the Jewish people, there can surely be no more fascinating subject than the 
revelation which is almost daily shedding its light upon Bible truths, a revela- 
tion coming from the ruins of temples, and palaces, and libraries, which have 
been preserved (many of them in marvelious condition) beneath the soil of 
Bible lands. For some years past, side-lights have been accumulating (every 
day may produce some startling monumental discovery), with which the Bible 
critic will have to reckon in any attempt to dislodge the substance and often 
the details of Scripture narrative from their claim to antiquity and to the 
reality of history. I purpose in a short course of sermons to devote attention 
to the part which the Science of Archeology is playing in defence of our Scrip- 
tures, and, without entering deeply into the subject of ‘‘ Higher Criticism,” to 
give you asample of the evidence afforded by the Monuments of Antiquity. 
for the comfort of those who are too firm, or too timid, in their faith to enquire 
into the nature of that which they believe, I might at once say tbat indications 
are not wanting, that, as regards the Bible, we shall have little to fear from this 
form of criticism, for a reaction is already beginning to set in against the con- 
clusions, which it had once hoped to have established, And it is Archeology 
‘Which is coming to our aid in this reaction against the ‘“ Higher Criticism,” 
While controversies rage and assume severe bitterness around that one Book— 
the burden of whose doctrine is Unity and Harmony—" the spade of the exca- 
vator disinters some ancient monument, or the decipherer of lost languages 
reveals the true sense of some hitherto unexplained document, and light is 
poured in upon the probiem from without,” and the former darkness is dis- 
pelled. And who, I ask, should feel it a duty to admit and enjoy the blessedness 
of that light—the light hailing from monuments recently discovered, who should 
endeavour to become at least partially acquainted with the messages conveyed 
in the stone-lore of Egypt, Babylonia and Assyria, if not the d-scendants of 
that race and the professors of that religion, round which all the events, the 
stories and the prophecies. set forth in the Bible are made to revolve. It is 
shame enough that not one English Jew (and for the matter of that, barely a 
ail-dozen foreign Jews) feels, or rather exhibits, that interest in his Buble as to 
80 forth as an excavator or decipherer in foreign lands, with the object of letting 
ee of light upon the text of Scripture narrative.

[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


Picture about thirty-six neatly dressed Jewish girls of the working class 
after a long day’s toi!, comfortably seated around a bright fire in a spacious and 
lofty apartment in Dean Street, fehe. on a night of arctic severity, and etigaged in 
reading the “Merchant of Venice.” Is not such a suggestive and inspiring 
epectecte One to stir the imagination and to move the heart of even the most 
prosaic ? | 

Each girl in turn reads aloud the part assigned to her in surprisingly clear 
and refined accents, and the marked attention displayed by the listeners would do 
credit to the students at a University Extension Lecture on English Literature. 
One can note, of course, that the underlying meaning of every passage is not always 
perfectly clear to the reader, but, fortunately, Miss Lily Montagu is ready at hand to 
explain every difficult expression and to give a paraphrastic rendering of the speeches 
as they are delivered.
